New York, Nov. 6.— The corrected returns 
to-day do not lessen, but rather increase. the 
splendid Republican victory gained yesterday in 
this State and city. Enthusiasm is manifested 
in every quarter of the city at the people's 
victory over Tammany. The anti-Tammany 
Democrats are themselves completely surprised 
at what the combination has effected. 
So many previous combinations have 

to pieces before the election that 

no wonder confidence was lacking 
in this. The rejoicing was not at all relished 
by the retainers of Kelly. An immense sum of 
money had been spent to elect Schell. Never 
before had the Tammany Committee on Organ- 
ization put so many men and so much money in 
a city election. Every officehoider was ** squeez- 
ed to supply funds, and the vast sum raised 
was flung about with unusual liberality. It is 
charged that every method of trickery was em 
ployed. 

IN THE FIFTH ASSEMBLY DISTRICT, 
notwithstanding protects against the interfer- 
ence of the police, Capt. McDonnell went about 
among the voters, and by threats and other 
means of intimidation frightened many of them 
from the polls, and succeeded in defeating the 
anti-Tammany candidate for the Assembly.

CAUSE AND EFFECT. 
A SURVEY OF .i:2 FIELD. 
Special Disnate to The Tribune. 

Wasuxorox, D. C., Yov. 6.—The results at- 
tained by the division of time insisted upon by 
the Republicans of the North at the ballot-box 
yesterday have sadly demoralized the Demo- 
crats here. Their defeat was totally unexpect- 
ed. In spite of the October elections it was be- 
lieved by them that such co-operation had been 
secured in many parts of the county with the 
Greenbackers as to insure widespread Republic- 
au defeat.

The clerks turned them over, looked 
bluer, and made no sign. Finally a cr arose 
for Capt. Isaiah Rynders, an old bully in New 
York local politics. He A off his over- 
coat, and weut down to Kelly’s seat and con- 
sulted. This consultation was long. Kelly 
looked white and enfeevied, his physical powers 
not being proof against mental despondency. 
Rynders peeled off and addressed the crowd. 
He had no sooner arisen than from the galleries 
of Tainmany Hail broke forth cries as of a 
wounded dog. These shricks were otten re- 
peated. Rynders said, varenthetieally, that 
Tammany Hall had often to kick out dogs 


before. 

Tue police silenced the ee, — 
Rynders took up his text. He a 
lean, weaiherbeaten man. He nul * old 
Tammany Hall had probably experiencea one 
of its historie defeats. At this blancned 
faces were seen all overthe hall. He attacked 
Mr. Tilden as the agent of the defeat of the 
regular Democracy which had honored him 
For a quarter of an hour he continued to de- 
uounce Tilden, and nota particle of applause 
followed from the crowd.

A WOMAN'S VENGEANCE. 


Amelia Linkhaw’s Marder of Her Alleged 
Soducer— Denial of His Guiit in an Ante- 
Mortem Statement. 

Correspondence New York Herald. 

LUMBERTON, Robeson Co., N. C., Oct. 29.— 
The excitement consequent upon the shooting 
of J. KE» Hartman by Mise Amelia Linkhaw last 
Thursday bas been increased by the death of 
the unfortuuate young may, which sad event 
occurred at 12 o’clock to-day. The shooting 
occurred at Rauck's Hotel, in this usually quiet 
village, last Thursday morniag about 10 o'clock, 
and the victim lingered in great pain until 12 
to-day, when he expired, protesting his inne- 
cence of the charge preferred against him by his 
fair slayer with his dving breath. The facts io 
this unfortunate affair, as obtained by a Hera d 
correspondent, are in a degree romantic, but 
prove conclusively that there is an inner history 
yet unwritten and hid from the public by a 
veil of mystery that may be raised when 
Amelia Linkhaw is brought to trial for the 
murder of Hartman, ana yet may ever remain 
iu its place and keep tie causes which led to the 
untimely death of the young man; as they now 
are, shrouded iu impenetrable darkness. The 
Herald representative bas not been allowed to 
speak to the fair Ameiia on the subject of the 
homicide. None of ber friends will converse on 
the subject in a manner to shed any light on 
the affair; and, what seems stranger still, the 
friends and relatives of Hartman are equally 
reticent. 

The vietim of the homicide was a young man, 
under 30 years of age, whe was reared in this 
village, and for the last few years has been act- 
ing in the capacity of traveling salesman for 
Messrs. Elbart Wiltz & Co., of Baltimore. Hart- 
man's engagement with this house was of such 
a nature that be traveled fur them only at cer- 
tain times, which kept him out of employment 
about halt of his time. His unoccupied time 
he always spent in this place, board- 
ing at the village hotel kept by Mr. Rauck. 
About two years ago, it is alleged, Hartman 
addressed and became the accepted lover 
of Miss Linkhaw, aud it was believed their mar- 
riage would in time take place, until last sum- 
mer; for some reason unknown to the public, 
the engagement was suddenly broken off. Since 
that time Hartman has been away from Lum- 
berton prosecuting his business as a drummer, 
and, bis stay being protracted longer than was 
customary, it was supposed by his friends that 
he had obtained a permanent situation, and 
would therefore be in Lamberton hereafter but 
little of his time. Hartman was an intelligent, 
well-behaved, and popular young man, aud was 
highly re spected in this community. 

Miss Amelia Linkhaw is the daughter of a 
well-to-do merchant tailor of Lumberton. Her 
parents are of German descent, aud nave been 
residents of the village for a long time. Amelia 
is their oldest daugnter. She is about 22 or 23 
years of age. is o medium heigat, with dark 
hair and large black eyes. Miss Linkiaw couid 
pot well pe termed beautiful, but sie is quite 
2 fine-looking woman, of the brunette 

er. She is tolerably well educatéd, at- 
ctive in manner, and, while she was not ex- 

— the belle of the village, she has always 
been very popular with all who enjoyed her 
acquaintance, and she occupied an enviabie bo- 
sition in society. Nothing bad ever been said 
derogatory to the chastity or good character of 
the lady, until a few months ago she suddenly 
retired from society, and a short time thereafter 
it was whispered among the gossip mongere 
that Ameha Hartman was enceinte. This re- 
port was not at first believed. but it in time 
proved to be Loo true. 

About the 23d of this month Hartman came 
to Lumberton and tock up his old quarters at 
Rauck’s Hotel, intending to spend two months, 
or until his business shonid again call him 
away. His 2umervus friends and acquaintances 
gave him an unstipted welcome, aud everything 
seemed pleasant. Ou last Thursday morning 
Miss Linkhaw, closely veiled and wearing a 
heavy shawi tightly wrapped over her shoulders 
aud around her body, was seen walking rapidly 
down the street toward the hotel. She 
entered the varlor and asked to see Mr. 
Hartman. That gentleman, not dreamiug 
of what was lurking in the bosom 
ot his fair visitor, answered promptiytothe call. 
As he entered the room she arose, greeted him 
with a smile, spoke to him cordially, and ex- 
tended her left band.

Miss Linkbaw’s charges and protested his 
innocence. These contrary statements by 
the actors in this drama, taken in connection 
with the remarkable reticence of the friends 
of both parties, and the further fact that 
the father of Miss Linkhaw and the brother of 
Hartman have, since the affair, been in frequent 
cloge consultation, make the whole transaction 
curious and aard to understand, and, as before 
stated, there is mystery surrounding it which 
may be cleared up in the courts, but may con- 
tinue a mystery. 

The death of Hartman and the verdict ot the 
Coroner's Jury to the effect that “J. E. Hart- 
man came to his death from a pistol wound in- 
flicted by Miss Amelia Liokhaw” will — 
tate the rearrest of the fair shootist, and, 
sibly, her confinement in the County Jail to to 
answer the grave and serious charge of murder. 

Both parties, occupying, as they did, exattta 
Dusitions in society, aud both being popular and 
having hosts of friends, it is quite natural that 
public opinion should be divided.

SITTIN d BULL. 


A Tribune Commissioner Interviews the Old 
Cuss—S. B. Feels Kindly Towards Every- 
body bat the United States Soldiers and 
the Indian Agents—He Would Like to Re- 
turn from His Eniorced Exile, but Will Not 
Come Uninvited. 

Spectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Pop.ak River, M. T., Oct. 26.—Having just 
returned from a visit to Wood Mountains, 

Northwest Province, a post of the Canadian 

Mounted Police, where I saw and conversed at 

length with Sitting Bull, Spotted Eagle, Black 

Bull, White Guts, White Eagle, The Gaul, and 

several others of the leading spirits of the Teton 

camp, which is at present on Frenchmen's 

Creek, a tributary of Milk River, the Indian 

name of which is We-saw-Wackepold, or White 

River, so called trom the white (or pipe) clay 

which is found on its banks, I send you the re- 


sult. 
**Sitting Bull I found at first quite reticent, but, 


under the influence of a cup ot coffee with sugar 


ad iibtum, and the soothing influence of a 
smoke, he at last opened out. He said that the 
White Mother was~good, and that the Lone 
Lance (Maj. Walsh) was a good man, and that 
the half-breeds were good, but that this was not 
such a good country as the Yellowstone and 
Black Hills, and that often he thought of old 
times. What he wanted was for all the sol- 
diers and Agents to go awav, and he would go 
back to his old home. Ail he wauted was trad- 
ers. Thev were good; Agents and soldiers were 
* Wacktishney,’’—a word hard to transiate, but 
which means particularly bad in a general sense. 

Black Bull spoke to me privatcly,and told me 
he did not like to stayin Canada, and would 
come back to the Agencies at the first chance, 
but that the rest prevented bim. I found this 
to be the sentiment of a great many, but that 
the Indian soldiers would not allow them to 
come back. 

It looks as if the Indiavs would have a hard 
time this winter. The buffalo are all traveling 
south of the Missouri, and, without buffalo, 
starvation must ensue. 

Very erroneous ideas as to the traffic of am- 
munition (fixed) seem to prevail generaily 
amongst whites on this side of the line. The 
sale is by no means indiscriminate; no ammupi- 
tiou 1s sold Without a permit from the command- 
ing ofiicers of the Mounted Police. Of course, 
he is best able to decide the requirements of the 
Indians; and, of course, without ammunition 
they cannot kill buffalo; and whiist there I saw 
several Agency Indians refused the permit to 
trace, Maj. Walsh declining them on the ground 
that they were not residents. 

l often sce reports of the liability of Sitting 
Bull to menace the whites on this side of the 
line. Such is not the case, and the scare that 
periodically comes in the neighborhooa of Ben- 
ton arises trom the fertile imagination of some 
would-be hero. Sitting Bull and all the Chiefs 
that I talked with (and this is the opinion of 
the police who have daily intercourse with 
them) said that the idea of war with the 
United States is not at all thought of by the 
Indians, who are smart enough to realize tLat 
they would lose the present position with the 
Canadian Government, and could gain nothing 
from the United States. 

Whilst at the Wood Mountain, a voung buck 
came up from a camp of runaways from the 
Spotted Tail Agency, who had crussed the Mis- 
sOuri just at the mouth of Milk River. He said 
that his camp consisted of thirteen lodges, and 
that a great many would attempt to get north 
this winter. He said that the Cheyennes would 
break out ina short time. The Cheyennes he 
referred to were those who surrendered to Gen. 
Miles last year; and, if they do, it will be baa 
for the white settlers. F. C.

If the Democrats 
do not recognize this after Tuesday’s expe- 
rience, they will be more short-sighted than 
ever. The defeat of the fiat folly this year 
foreshadows the defeat of the Democracy in 
1880 jf that party shall continue to stand 
sponsor for it. 

The greatest victory of these elections is 


be carried out ‘under the law. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is prepared for it and 
the country is prepared for it. In the face 
of the popular protest of Tuesday, the pres- 
ent Congress will not dare, even if it have 
the strength, to place any hindrance in the 
way of executing the law. The Govern- 
ment will announce resumption on Jan. 1 
next, under the terms of the law, and from 
that day the greenback dollar, the gold 
dollar, and the silver dollar will be on 
a par, one with another, and circulate 
side by side. The result will be an expan- 
sion of the currency by bringing into active 
circulation the stock of coin that has been 
hidden away these seventeen years, and there 
will be a gradual growth by the annual con- 
tributions from the mines and mints to the 
extent that more money can be employed. 
Then the Congress just elected, which the 
Fiatists have endeavored to capture with the 
aid of the Democrats, will be confronted 
with a currency actually on a specie basis, 
and equal in value to any other currency in 
the world. They will not dare to disturb it 
or destroy its character. They will not dare 
to declare before the world a suspension of 
specie payments in time of peace, without 
provocation or excuse, and when the reve- 
nues of the Government exceed its expenses. 
If it has not been possible to induce the peo- 
ple to avoid resumption when actually de- 
luded by the habit of dealing in protested 
notes, it will not be possible to induce them 
to santion a return to an irredeemable and 
depreciated currency after a specie basis 
shall have been firmly established. 

The great advantage gained by Tuesday's 
election is the elimination of the fiat craze 
from politics. The Republican party is now 
convinced that its insistence upon sound- 
money principles has not only been 
honest, but the best policy. There 
have been a few demagogues in the 
party and a few unscrupulous news- 
papers professing Republican principles 
that have encouraged the craze for absolute 
money”; they have succeeded in weakening 
the party to some extent by inducing some 
Republicans to desert their own party and 
vote with the Nationals. These demagogues 
and newspapers will now be silenced if they 
want to remain inside the Republican party. 
The unification of the Republicans on the 
money question will likewise influence the 
Democratic party to break away from the 
fiat delusion; for, in the light of this elec- 
tion, the party managers will probably not 
dare to experiment any further with the 
ignis fatuus that bas once led them astray. 
It will be a great comfort if this currency 
controversy can be shut off entirely, and 
resumption, which is now assured, will most 
likely have that effect. 


THE OVERTHROW OF TAMMANY AND 
BUTLER. 

The election of Tuesday will always be a 
memorable one in the history of national 
politics for two reasons. It will be referred 
to as the election which disposed of the 
most pestiferous demagogue in this coun- 
try, and ended his possibilities of mischief 
and malice, and which smashed the most 
dangerous and corrupt political machine ever 
constructed in American politics,—a machine 
which hitherto has dominated not oniy the 
vote of the Empire State, but of two or 
three surrounding States. There is reason 
for profound gratitude to an overruling Prov- 
idence, as well as for the enthusiastic con- 
gratulation of all honest men, that the most 
prominent ruins left in the wake of popular 
indignation are Tammany and Ben Burier. 
The whole country breathes more freely now 
that these two plague-spots are eradicated 
and can no longer spread their contamina- 
tion. 

Tammany reached its most successful and 
dangerous point under the regime of Twrrp 
and Torx. With the downfall and death 
of Twxxp and the diversion of Tilden to the 
cipher business it was handed down to 
KxLLr. He was the lawful successor of 
Twezep to an unlawful and infamous legacy. 
Never in the history of politics was a machine 
more perfectly constructed. Never was an 
organization more complete. Never was 
money so profligately squandered or so 
recklessly stolen. Never were taxpayers 80 
mercilessly plundered. For years it has 
pillaged the public revenue, bought and sold 
the public offices, controlled the vote of New 
York State by manipulating the vote of 
New York City, and practically disfran- 
chised honest voters by its ingenious 
and infamous methods of tampering with 
the ballot-box. There was no form of fraud 
which it did not prectice and most of them 
it invented; there was no form of corruption 
with which it was unfamiliar. Its defeat is 
a Waterloo. Its downfall has influences too 
widespread and far-reaching and conse- 
quences too valuable to be thoroughly es- 
timated at the present time. We can only 
appreciate the immediate results that already 
appear upon the surface, but even these are 
sufficiently important to arouse all over this 
country a lively feeling of gratitude to the 
honest German, American, and Irish voters 
of New York who leagued themselves to- 
gether and throttled the monster in his own 
den. It has taught thousands of men who 
heretofore have been afraid of Tammany 
that it can be smashed and defeated, and it 
will inspire honest men in other large cities, 
Chicago for instance, to band themselves 
together and overthrow the rings of scoun- 
drels who have been plundering them. In 
New York it was the combination of the Re- 
publicaus, Germans, and the bulk of the native 
Americans that broke down Tammany and 
buried it under a 20,000 mejority. The 
same kind of combinatioa, working and pull- 
ing together in other cities, can rout the 
thieves and corruptionists. The glorious re- 
sults of the victory are not confined to New 
York City. In redeeming the metropolis 
from the rule of Tammany, they have re- 
deemed the whole State, and the result is 
the triumphant election of the whole 
State ticket, a gain of Congressmen, the 
securing of the Legislature and a 
United States Senator, and the defeat 
of many bad men in different parts 
of the State.

The defeat of Bex Burier is scarcely less 
important. It ends the career of a danger- 
ous agitator and pestiferous demagogue.

He 
represented an alliance of the human beasts 
of society that herd in slums and under- 
ground dens, of the incendiary Communists, 
and of crazy Fiatists.

To complete his ad- 
vantage, the Democratic party of Massa- 
chusetts surrendered its organization to him, 
placed all its machinery in his hands, and 
contributed to his expenses. The honest 
men of the Old Bay State leagued themselves 
together and routed and smashed the motley 
mob of thieves, corruptionists, Communists, 
lunatics, incendiaries, and destructionists.

The present Congress, Which will expire on 


the 3d of March next is called the Forty-fif th, 

and the next Congress will be the Forty-sixth. 
The present House of Representatives consists 
of 293 members, of which the Democrats have

137. At the October elections the Democrats 
gained several members, especially in Ohio 
and Indiana.

1874---1878. 

Two years are enough to work startling 
changes in the politics of thiscountry. This 
was illustrated in one way in 1874, and has 
now been illustrated in another way by the 
election of 1878. Both were off years.” 
In 1872 Grant had been re-elected President 
by a tremendous majority; the GrrEeLry 
party went all to pieces just before the elec- 
tion, and Democracy as a political organ- 
ization s¢emed to be wiped out of existence. 
Yet only two years after—just four years ago 
—another tidal wave” swept over the 
country. The people had become impressed 
with the idea that the Republican party had 
grown corrupt by too long a term of power. 
There were certainly serious abuses, and 
they called out a popular protest by which 
the Democratic party benefited as the op- 
position. This rebuke brought the Re- 
publicaus to their senses. They set 
about reforming the abuses, weeding 
out the corruption, and ridding the 
party as far as possible of the objectionable 
men who were dragging it down. But the 
defeat of 1874 was so wide-spread and dis- 
astrous that the most active efforts did not 
suffice to recover entirely from its effeets, 
and the result was a closely-contested Presi- 
dential election, in which the Republican 
candidate barely puiled through. Then came 
the dispute over the count of the vote, fol- 
lowed by a new dissatisfaction (bound to 
result whichever way it was decided); this 
gave the Democrats another hold on 
the people. It was felt during an entire 
year succeeding the inauguration of Hares 
that the Democrats could sweep the country 
again as they did in 1874. But then they 
began a series of errors which deprived 
them of their advantage. They manifested a 
disposition to harass an Administration which 
showed itself disposed to do right; 
ganized a costly investigation, and employed 
the most unscrupulous agents and the most 
disreputable meaus to make out a case of 
fraud and fasten it upon the President; 
finally, they adopted the rag-baby as their 
own, struck an alliance with Ben Bortn, 
and pandered to the Fiatists and Commu- 
nists. The intelligence and conservatism of 
the country were quick to discover the dan- 
ger of the career on which the Democratic 
party was entering, and a few months have 
proved to be enough to work another radi- 
cal change in public sentiment. The Dem- 
ocrats have made a desperate and unsuccess- 
ful struggle to hold their own where they 
might have had all the advantages on their 
side. The party has received notice that 
the people expect from it honest and con- 
servative measures, and will not tolerate it 
under any other conditions. The Republic- 
an party has been so managed as to com- 
mend itself again to the responsible classes, 
and the good judgment of the American 
people turns back to it willingly and eager- 
ly. The moral of this reminiscence seems 
to be that henceforth the party that com- 
mands success must do so by an honest and 
conservative policy, and that no party has 
now, or is likely to have again, so strong a 
lien upon votes that it can risk either cor- 
ruption or folly. 


DEMONETIZING SILVER AGAIN, 

Wasutretoxn, D. C., Nov. 5.—At a Cabinet 
session to-day some routine business was traneact- 
ed and there was a general conversation regarding 
the points to be brought to the attention of Con- 
gress in the President's message. It was unani- 
mously agreed that the message should contain 
some recommendation for the enactment of legis- 
lation either to increase the weignt of the standard 
silver dollar, or to diminish its coinagé, or to adopt 
both these means of preventing further deprecia- 
tion of ita valae, “The subject will be again con- 
sidered ai a future meeting. 

‘The above was published in Tae Trrsune 
yesterday, and we consider it significant. It 
is a revival of the old job to demonetize sil- 
ver, and establish gold as the exclusive legal- 
tender metallic money of the country. The 
President has tested the temper of the coun- 
try on this subject. In his first annual mes- 
save he opposed the remonetization of sil- 
ver unless it was accepted as legal-tender in 
payment of the public debt. After the mat- 
ter had been discussed thoroughly, and more 
than two-thirds of both Houses of Congress 
had, in obedience to the will of the people, 
passed the bill, he vetoed it, giving his rea- 
sons therefor, principally relying on the ob- 
jection that silver had depreciated in value 
as compared with ‘gold. That veto was 
promptly answered and the bill became a 
law, the President’s objections to the contrary 
notwithstanding. We can understand that the 
President adheres to the opinion expressed 
in his veto message, and has never given 
any hearty approval to the legislation. He 
has submitted to rather than acquiesced in 
the policy; and this intimation that he pro- 
poses to advise Congress to practically 
demonetize silver is evidence that he is still 
opposed to the silver legislation of last 
winter. 

We warn the President that he will make 
asad mistake if he undertakes anything of 
the kind suggested. The country will criti- 
cise it with far more earnestness than they 
did his adverse messages of a year ago. 
Then he had the pretext that silver was de- 
monetized. That pretext does not now 
exist. He proposes to reopen the discus- 
sion, and in doing so undertakes to compel

is personally on record as declaring to be

inflation had been defeated and overwhelmed 
by the popular verdict. The intense oppo- 
sition of the Eastern States and of the 
moneyed institutions to resist the restorftion 
of the silver dollar coinage alarmed multi- 
tudes of people in all parts of the country. 

It was accepted, and all the facts and circuni- 
stances justified the assumption that the pur- 
pose of demonetizing silver and of the oppo- 
sition to its restoration was to create an un- 
usual demand for gold by making it compar- 
atively scarcer and dearer, and thus force such 
a depreciation of all forms of property as to 
amount to a confiscation of the property of 
all debtors of the creditor class. Acting un- 


der that alarm, they appealed to the President, 


but he sided with the creditors in deny- 
ing to the people the legal privilege 
which had been theirs since the founda- 
tion of the Government, to pay their debts 
in gold or silver, at their option. It is true 
the Silver till was passed, but the memory of 
the sharp trick which had made that bill neces- 
sary, and the bitterness with which the trick 
had been maintained, did not pass away. It 
left an intense antagonism between the 
debtor and the creditor class, and it was out 
of that antagonism that the fiat-money 
party grew, and for atime threatened the 
annihilation of public and private credit. 
The friends and defenders of the silver dol- 
lar were friends of hard money, were in 
favor of a return to constitutional money, 


and were in favor of paying every dollar of 


the national debt in the money which on 
its face that debt called for,—the. gold 
or silver coin of.the United States. The 
contract was to pay in dollars, each dollar to 
contain a certain legally-established weight of 
silver or a certain other legally-established 


weight in gold. Because they were in favor of 
maintaining this plighted faith, they opposed 
all propositions to change, to enlarge, or re- 


duce the weight of silver in the silver dollar, 


which silver dollar had been the unit of 
value,—the measure of the dollar since its 


original coinage by the Spanish 250 years 
ago. They insisted upon having that dollar, — 


the ancient and never shortenéd yard-stick,— 


maintained and preserved, and its liberal 
coinage, because, with 


tender and freely coined, a resump- 


tion of specie payments in January, 1879, 
was possible; and because if the Govern- 


ment of the United States was to enter into 
competition with the world for possession of 
a sufficiency of the confessedly-inadequate 


stock of gold, the attempt at resumption | 


would be a failure,—involving the nation in 
a humiliating, disastrous, and ruinous bank- 
ruptey. Had the remonetization of silver 
been defeated, the repeal of the Resumption 
act would have been the deciared policy 
of all parties in the land having a ghost of a 
show to elect a member of Congress, a State 
Legislature, and a Senator. 
the people felt safe that, so long as they 
were secure in the silver dollar, and of the 
legal right to pay their debis in gold or 
silver at their option, they have ap- 


plauded and approved the policy of resump- | 


tion in January next. 

The President hardly needs to be re- 
minded that the American dollar has never 
been coined with any reference to its valuein 
gold. The dollar which existed long before 
the Union consisted of 371} grains of pure 
silver. That is the dollar, no matter how 
much gold or how much wheat it will pur- 
chase at one time or another, That is. the 
dollar which is to be maintained now, as it 
was when for forty years or more it could 
purchase a gold dollar, and have something 
over. The proposition to enlarge and re- 
duce the silver dollar from day to day, to 
meet the rise and fall of the London market, 
is so inconsistent with justice and reason 
that it can be regarded in no other light than 
as an indirect or disguised scheme to again 
demonetize the silver dollar. 

If there is to be a change in the weight of 
either gold or silver coin, let the change be 
made in the weight of the gold dollar. That 
has been changed more than once since we 
begun gold coinage. If we are to have a 
doHar changeable in its weight every time 
there is a change in the market, let it be the 
gold dollar; but let the time-honored silver 
dollar—the 3714 grains of pure silver—re- 
main the standard of. American money, the 
unit of money values, the original dollar 
which has survived all attempts to weaken 
or destroy it. The country has just passed 
through a perilous conflict on the subject of 
the currency. Let the President be content 
with thé exhibition of popular honesty and 
integrity, and let him not arouse another 
excitement by attempting to destroy the 
most stable of all moneys,—the American 
dollar of 371} grains of pure silver.

The first known of Roe and his 
gang was in 1866, when they entered the 
house of the Cashier of the Cadiz, 
O., Bank in the might, ‘gagged the 
family, secured the keys to the safe, and made 
off with a large amount of money, but were 
finally arrested and sent to the Penitentiary for 
teu years. After serving a considerable time 
he finally escaped, through the influence of 
money by outside parties, in hiring a foreman 
in the prison to place Roe in a barrei and send 
it outside with a load of empty barrels. No 
trace was found of Roc until several years after 
when be was captured in the act of robbing a 
bank in Pailadelphia. Being claimed by 
tha Ohio authorities, he was brought 
back to his old quarters, where he has since 
been confined.

AT Sr. LOUIS, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 6.—A fire, the origin of 
which was inexpiicable by the terror-stricken 
people who surrounded the burning building, 
occurred this afternoon, and resulted not only 
in the destruction of considerable property, but 
will almost without doubt entail a loss of at 
least three lives. ‘Tbe fire was first discovered 
in the group of buildings on the south side of 
Cerre street, extending east from Ninth to the 
alley, and thence back in the alley some 
12 feet. The buildings are two- 
story bricks, and have been but recently 
erected. la the back were a carpenter-shup 
and a number of sheds, which probably hasten- 
ed the spced of the flames, and io which some 
locomotive sparks may have been hatched into 
the terrible conflagration. It is not known, 
however, that the fire originated from such a 
source, and its cause remains as much a mystery 
to the tenant of the place as the fact that four 
persons could have been badly burned in broad, 
open daylight, and with such chances of escape 
in their favor. Toe first discovery 
of the flames was made by one 
of the women, who, on going from 
a front to a back room, noticed the fire creeping 
from theshed back of Mr. Kittvuriug’s house on 
tlie corner up the woodwork tu the rear, and it 
Was discovered at the same time by Mr. Kitteu- 
ring’s wile, just as it was bursting through her 
dining-rooin window. The lire was spreading 
with terrible rapidity along the inflammabie 
material in the yards, aud the poor people were 
panic-siricken with car. Mrs. Kiüteuring um- 
mediately bethougut her of her two children 
who were playing in a back room, aod dashed 
through the smoke and flames to res ue 
them. What she did, or how sue ever 
reached the front spouse again, When she was 
rescued, she Was uvabie-to tell. All that is 
known is that, after the fire had been raging 
some minutes, and the whole place appeared to 
be enveloped in flames, she presented herself at 
one of the second-story windowWs on Cirre street 
and called for help, She was frantic with ex- 
citement aud pain, for she was terribly burned 
about the head, face, neck, and arms, aud, 
climbing out on the window-sill, was about to 
jump when a brewer trom Wainwright’s came 
to her rescue with a ladder and 
carried ber in safeiv to the grouuvd 
iu her deplorable and. frenzied condition. The 
fiesh of her hands and face was red with burns, 
and ber clothes were scorched and grimed with 
smoke. She ran up and down among the crowd, 
and implored all with whom she came in con- 
tact with to save her children, Ihis was tbe 
first intimation received of the prsscnee of chi- 
dren in the burowwe building, and a thrill ot 
terror ran through the crowd waeu tae fact be- 
came known, Still no one moved to rescue 
them. It was to all appearances a foregone con- 
clusion that they bad perisned. or must do 
so ma Moment or two. ‘The engines arrived 
in due time, and, as soon, as the firemen under- 
stood the situation, one of their number rau up 
tne ladder, dashed in the wiodow, and in a few 
moments reappeared with one of the children, a 
boy 5 years old, Who was barely alive, and pre- 
sented a borribie sight as he was borne througa 
the surrounding crowd. The boy had been 
found back wthe dingy room, and bow be had 
managed to escape being suffocated or burned 
to death was a gniracie. The other 
child was not found, and was given 
up as lost, but was aiterward tound around the 
crowd, having gotten out in some way or ote, 
and being eatirely uninjured. Mrs. Kittenring 
was so badly burued iu her effort to rescue the 
children that she cannot recover. The boy is 
burned beyond all uope of recovery. both 
mother and boy were taken to tae Dispensary 
after having been properly attended by neu- 
bors. Christ Moclier, who owned the adjoibing 
row of houses, which were badly damaged, was 
severely burned in trying to secure Mis luru:- 
ture, as was also Mrs. Moeller. His loss in 
property will probably reach $5,000.

Congratulatory Order from Gen. Howard 
to His Troops. 
Portiand Oregonian, Oct. 23.

Heapquarnters DEPARTMENT OF COLUMBIA, IN 
Tun Fit, Fort Vancouver, Wy. Ter., Oct. 4, 
1878. —GENERAL Fit Ornvers, No. 9.—Before 
the tatigue incident to the arduous but successful 
campaign against the hostile Nez Perces bad been 
forgotten, oreven the remount of the cavalry of 
taat expedition had been effected, another out- 
break on the extreme southeastern boundary of 
the department cailed the troops again in the feln. 

‘The Bannock Indians, leaving their reservation 
at Fort Hall, ewept rapidly across the southern part 
of Idaho, murdering and cooving as they went, gath- 
ering atthe same time acorstanily increasiny-torce. 
until they numbered at Stein Moantain a band of 
600 or 700 warnors, baunnocks, Piutes, Kiamath-. 
aud Columbia River renegades, with their women 
and children, a body of oeopid¢ not far from 2, 000 
souls. 

Navid as had been their movement. not less 
speedy was the pursuit. Within a.ew hours after 
the news of the revolt was received at Fort Bowe 
the garrison of that post was in the eld and by 
forced marches of extraordinary length, overtook 
the hostiles near Stein's Mountain, and despite the 
disparity of numbers (not less than seven to one), 
unhesitvtingly thearged wd drove the Indians from 


tneir camp, illmg and wouning many, and de- 


stroying a considerable amount of their prop- 
erty. Capt. Reuben F. Bernard, First Cavalry, 
and the officers and men of that regiment with him 
in taat engagement, are deserving of high com 

mendation for the gallant and dashing manner in 
which they maugurated the Cauipaign. By this 
time the infantry, which had been brought for- 
ward with wagons to aid in accompitshing the 
long marches daily made, joined in the pursuit 
from Camp Curry, from which place the Indians 
turned northward. The troops followed their ob- 
sure and difficult trail tarough the fastnesses of the 
Blue Mountains. Theembarrassments of such u 
march can only be appreciated by those who have 
experienced them. { | 

On the 7ta of July a concentration of troops from 
front, rear, and flank was affected in the vicinity 
of Pilot Rock. near which viace the combined 
cavalry, under the command of Capt. Bernard, in 
the presence of the General commanding. struck 
the enemy, well posted in a chosen position in the 
mountains, defeated him, drove him from his 
camp, and filied the forests of the Blue Mountains 
with fugitives. 

The hostiles made soon another attempt to carry 
out their original plan of crousing the Columbia 
River, which was defeated by thé gunboats under 
the prompt and vigorous Command of Capt. John 
A. Kress, of the Ordnance Corps, and Licut. Mel- 
ville C. Wilkinson, Aide-de-Camp., 

Turning now towara the Umatilla reservation, 
they are met bythe 4artiliery, infantry, and one 
company of cavalry, under command of Capt. 
Evan Miles, and again deieated and scattered. Al! 
the approaches to the Columbia and Snake Kivers 
are closed—turn where they may, they find a force 
confronting them. Disheartened and demoralieed, 
they turn upon tneir tram and fly, at first, faster 
than the troops can pursue them. Lieut. -Coi. 
Forsyth, First Cavalry. in this pursuit, strikes 
them once in an amvuscade; a severe skirmisa en- 
suca, when they again run. Intent nowonly on 
escaping, they scatter in small parties and hide in 
the mountains and forests, whence they are bunted 
up and made to surrender. A tew, etealing aorses 
as they ran, are driven by the cavairy beyond the 
limite of the department. 

‘ae campaigu has been brought to a satisfactory 
close. Within ninety duys a formidable force of 
hostile Indians was repeatediy met, in every en- 
counter defeated, and nail captured or dispersed, 
and, with tne exception of a handful, forced to 
surrender, until scarce à hostile Indian is unac- 
counted fer. Success has characterized every 
movement, and it is an added source of gratiiica- 
tion that all has been accomplisaed with so small a 
loss of life on the part of the troops. 

To the officers and men who have been engaged. 
thanks are due for their excellent conduct througa- 
out. Gallantry in action has deen displayed oy 
those whose good fortune it was to meet the enemy. 
while all have borne uncomplainingly toe priva- 
tions and hardships inseparable from so active a 
campaign.

Why So Many Died at New Orleans.

HOLLY’S STEAM SYSTEM. 
How Lockport 


Is Heated by a Series of 


Steam- Pipes. 
Correspondence New York World, 


Lockronr, N. V., Oct. 28.—This, the home of 
Birdsill Holly, is a lively little city on the 
Niagara Falls division of the New York Central, 
twenty-one miles east of the Niagara Falis, and 
has in it between 15,000 and 20,000 people. The 
town’s most notable feature is thatits public 
buildings and private dwellings are heated by a 
sygtem of pives general to the town. Birdsill 


‘Holly, who tirst conceived the idea, and who has 


since developed it, was born in Auburn, and is 
now 53 vears of.age. He has made many in- 
ventions, several of which are of recognized 
merit. His best-known invention is the Holly 
system of water-works. I called upon Mr, 
Holly to-day, and he took me out on a tour of 
inspection along the line whence three miles or 
more of pipes radiate from the central boiler- 
hohse. He said that he first gave serious 
thought to the subject of heating large districts 
by steam in 1866, and soon began a series 


of experimevts to test the condensation, loss of 
heat, and other essential points. When he had 


overcome a number of obstacles aud felt sure 


of the entire feasibility of the pructical work- 
ings of the system he tried to get the Holly 
Water-Works.Company to take hold of it, but 
did not succeed. In regard to his Lockport 
operations he said: “lo January of last year 
the Holly Steam Company was organized, with 
a capital of $25,000. We then set about giving 
the system a thorough test. Last winter was a 
variable and peculiarly trving one, but the re- 
sults were entirely satisfactory, aud the citizens 
of Lockport pronounced it a perfect success. 
We have testimonials from all who have used 
the steam showing that they think highly of 
it.“ Among these testimonials is one from the 
Mayor, H. D. McNeil, who says tne heating has 
oéen done to the perfect satisfaction of cus- 
tumers,’’ and also considers it especiajiy useful 
in keeping the fire hydrants from freezing in 
winter, for its adaptability to the extinguish- 
ment of fires without the use of steam fire- 
engines, and concludes by saying: I con- 
sider tue invention one of the most Valuable of 
tle age. and rejoice that our city is provided 
with at.”’ 

8. F. Gooding, City Surveyor, says no serious 
lucouveuience resulted to the pubiic in the use 
of the streets while the pipes were being laid. 
aud the expectations of patrons have been 
more than realized.“ 

Julius Fresbee, civil engineer and surveyor, 
regards the mauner of laying street mains and 
laterais of advautage tothe streets on account 
of the better drainage which has been secured. 

James Jackson, Jr.. President of the Board of 
Education, says the pubiie school building 
heated by the Holly Company is wore perfect- 
ly warmed and ventilated than ever before. On 
tne score of comfort, heaith, convenience and 
economy | regard Mr. Holly's system superior 
to al other plans or contrivances for heating 
residenves or other buildings in cities and vil- 
lages.“ 

Mr. Holly showed me the boilers wherein the 
steam is made. ‘There are three boilers, two of 


| them horizontal, 5 by 16 ieet, and one upright. 


lwo are of sixty-horse power each and one of 
thirty. Last winter no more than two of them 
were in operation at one time, and frequentiy 
but one. The building is designed for six boil- 
ers, the other three to be added when required. 
The boilers now in operation consume from two 
and one-nali to three tons of coal a day, and a 
pressure of thirty to thirty-five pounds is main- 
tained. 

Taese gonvey heat through three and a half 
miles of pipe at the present time, to au equiva- 
lent of eighty-five dwellings, as against about 
forty last winter, showing an increase of pacron- 
age of over 100 per cent in a single season. On- 
ing to the scattered locatlou of the houses, some 
of the streets having steam-service being but 
sparsely built, up. Mr. Holly seys that more radi- 
ators could be aitached in 1.000 feet oi a basi- 
ness street—like Broadway, lor examvie—than 
in a mile ou a Lockport street. Tae pipes, which 
are laid three or four feet underground, but 
above the gas and water pipes, are covered 
with a won-condactor, and inserted in logs 
of wood bored ior the purpose. The pipes 
used are graduated in diminishing sizes in the 
ratio of the distance from the boiler-house. 
They decrease in size from eight inches to one 
and ene-hbalf inches, to r to the 
amount of steam to be passed, and mach small 
er and less expensive pipes are required thau 
would beafécessary by the low-pressure system 
commonly employed in singe dwellings. The 
natura! obstacies of contraction and expansion 
of the iron used in conveying steam long dis- 
tances have been overcome by a simple but ef- 
fective device. Au expansion junction service- 
box is placed at intervals of 100 to 200 feet 
throughout the entire liue of mains. Tech- 
nicaily, this provides for the free longitudinal 
contraction and expausion of tae matns, and 
from this box the service-pipes run to the base- 
ments of buildings to be heated. Inside the 
junction-box the service-pipes are fitted with 
an adjustable hood, which, being turned 
downward, collects the condensed water 
as it accumulates, carrying it forward 
to the regulator valve inside the cellar walls. 
Reachivg the valve, the water of condensation 
being at a degree of heat due toa pressure of 
fiity pounds to the square inch, it is wire-drawu, 
by which reduction of pressure it is largely re- 
converted into steam, and thence is carried on 
to the radiators, where it is again condensed. 
his arrangement the consumer living close 
to the boiler-house has no advantage over the 
one two or three miles distant, for in either case 
the main pressure of fifty or sixty pounds is re- 
duced to two or three pounds before delivery 
for use. 

The loss of vitality or beating power of the 
steam when conveyed through long distances, 
as shown by careful experiments and verified in 
actual use by the Hoily system, is found to be 
so very small as hardly to come into the calcu- 
lations of tbe Company. Or, in other words, 
steam heat can be furnished bv boilers of suffi- 
cient capacity, through pipes of suiliciept size, 
to an area of four miles square from ove set ol 
boilers. 

Mr. Holly explained to me the radiators and 
the method by which steam beat is measured 
out to customers. The Holly system admits of 
tne use of ali kinds of radiators, bota direct and 
indirect. The basis of tue price charged con- 
sumers is that a given quantity is equal to so 
much coal. Hence, when the meter registers a 
viven amount of service in steam heat rendered, 
it is paid for on the basis of so much coal con- 
sumed at so much per ton. in steam served 
through a pipe, as in g the meter plays an 
important part, and Mr. Holly has given special 
attention to the subject of produting a meter 
for accurately measuring out steam heat. The 
resuit of his experiments in this direction is as 
admirable as it is simple, for it is a combined 
meter and regulator. There is a valve, exactly 
like the slide-valve to a high-pressure. steam 
engine, which admits the steam from 
the street main. This is connected 
by a small pipe with another which admits 
the steam to theradiators. Steam-gauges show 
the pressure before and after passing through 
these valves. When Il examined the regulator 
in the office of the Company,the pressure on the 
street main was between twenty and thirty 
pounds; between the two valves the pressure 
was from eight to twelve pounds, and on the 
radiators five pounds. The latter pressure is 
maintained on the radiators at the oflice con- 
stantly, so there is no possibility of explosion or 
danger. , 

Over the regulator the new meter was doing 
guard duty. This is a piece of. clock-work, the 
working of which is regulated by a pendulum. 
A screw records the consumption of Sl's 
worth of steam at each revolution, which is 
3howa by an indicator on the face. At the ead 
of the screw is a disk, the periphery of which is 
graduated to hundredths, or cents. The motion 


by means of a small liux—imilar in principle to 
that which drives the slide-valve of a locomotive 
—and is connected with the valves of the regu- 
lator, rising as they are opened or falling as they 
close. 

Meters suggest at once the question of cost 
ard bring one naturalty to the economic view of 
the question.

Greenhouses and conservatories. can be ad- 
mirably heated by this system, preserving an 
equitable temperature; laundry work also can 
be done by it, and it is expected that cooking of 
every description can be done by a proper 
utilization of the steam. Mr. Holly already 
has a “cooker” which will boil, and Asheroft, 
the famous steam-engineer and inventor of tbe 
steam-gauce which bears his name, has written 
to Mr. Holly that he has a perfect steam-cooker 
invented, and that it is now in practical! opera- 
tion at the Rossmore House, New York. 

Another and one of the most important uses 
to which the Holly system can be adapted is 
that of facilitating the etliciency of the fire de- 
partments. In cities and villages having a re- 
servoilr system steam can be taken to the curb 
8 main by a pipe contiguous to the hy- 
arant. 

Une more virtue claimed for the Holly sys- 
tem is that it ean be made useful in removing 
accumulations of ice and snow in large cities. 
A coil near the curb-stone at convenient dis- 
tances will meit the ice and snow into water, 
which can make its escaped through the sewers. 

The Holly system is now in use at Auburn, 
in this State, and will soon be in operation at 
Detroit, Mich., and Springfield, Mass. The 
shops of construction and depots for supplies 
are located at Lockport, and employ 250 men 
all the year round.

Pueblo Customs. 
The Rev. J. M. Shields. 

it would take many long letters to tell vou 
about all che feasts and dances and strange per- 
formances which are gone through every year 
by the Pueblos. I will begin with the 24th of 
June. On this day the horses were gathered in 
for racing. And this is the way the rage is con- 
ducted in the forenoon: They take & rooster 
and tie his feet together; then thev diga hole 
in the grouod and pat the rooster in and pack 
the ground around him, leaving his neck aud 
head above ground. The Pueblos are all now 
mounted, and im the forenoon some Mexicans 
also engage iu the race. They all go off some 
distance from the chicken and all start for it. 
one aiter avother. The first man that comes to 
it reaches down and tries tocatch it by the head. 
Ineir horses are going iast, aud sometimes it is 
quite a while before it is taken. But 
Alter awhile some one gets it, and then 
look out for a big race. The one that 
gets the chicken starts off as fast as his horse 
can carry him, and the whole set after bim. 
They seem to be divided into two parties, and 
the one that gets the chicken alwavs has nis 
friends to help him. If one of his friends bas 


* 


' aswifter horse be will ride up and take the 


chicken and bear it off with all haste from the 
other party. Sometimes they will make quite 
a circuit and get back in triumph tothe Pueblo 
without losing the chicken. But now comes 
hard times for the poor chicken, if it don't come 
sooner. ‘The two parties now engage in what 
they call fighting the chicken; that is, one 
party tries to take it from the other, and some- 
times the struggle is severe. Ine poor chicken 
is soon torn to pieces, and we always feel re- 
lieved when it is dead and out of misery. When 
they get through with one chicken another is 
taken, and this is kept up during the first half 
of the day. 

In the evening they set up two poles about 
eight feet apart, with a rope from the top. of 
one tothe top of the other. A string is tied 
around the legs of the chicken and then tied to 
the middle of the rope, and so tue chicken, with 
itslegs first broken to render it helpleas, is left 
dangling in the air between the two poles. The 
rope is not stretched straight from the top of 
one vole to the top of the other, but is left so 
that the chicken hangs down considerably below 
the tops of the poles. One mau is now station- 
ed at each Eee. The Puebios take their posi- 
tion some distance off and start for the chicken 
at full speed, one after the other. When a rider 
comes to the place under the chicken, and is 
about to seize it, the men at the poles pull 
them apart and stretch the rope, which raises 
the chicken up out of their reach. After awhile, 
however, some fellow gets it, aud away ther go 
for a race and a fight as in the forenoon. About 
sundown, or dusk in the evening, the 
whole affair is wound up with a very 
strange performance. Many of the men 
and some boys strip and get on their 
horses. The women get a good supply 
of water in vessels on the tops or roofs of the 
houses. which’ are all flat here, being made 
of earth. The men and boys now start 
through the Pueblo in every direction. They 
ride up facing the women on the houses, and 
all the time utter strange sounds, crying for 
water. When one rides up to a woman she 
takes 1 pyre of water and throws it down to 
him. and if she can throw it fairin bis fave ali 
the better, and then he dashes away to some 
other woman who does the same thing. They 
seem to want the water dashed right down in 
their faces, and sometimes te catch a mouth- 
ful ot it and spout it out again. It is a strange 
sight, indeed, and with the Indians this has 4

FINANCIAL. 


Government bonds were especially active. There 
were heavy sales of the 4 per cents in large and 
Salt lots. The result of the elections is seen in a 
better demand and higher prices. There bas been 
among capitalists some nervousness about the elec- 
tions, but thie ie now dissipated. The defeat of 
Butler alone has strengthened the market for Gov- 
ernment bonds in this country and abroad. Con- 
sidering the narrowness of the range within which 
Governments fluctuate, there has been a notice- 
able advance in prices. The 6s of 1881 this week 
have gone up from 108% to 108%, the 5-20s of 
1867 from 105% to 1064, the 10-40s from 106% to 
106%, the new Se from 104% to 105K, tne 4% 
from 1037 to 104. The moet active bonds, the 4s, 
cannot exbibit, an improvement in price, because 
the supply is “unlimited at present, but the sales 
have neatly increased. There was some specula- 
tive buying before the election in the expectation 


thatif the Greenbackers showed great gains the 


gold premium might rise enough to stop the sales

In answer to the question, Why are the lower 
grades of wheat in the Central Elevators at a dis- 
count? we state: Because the IIIinois Central 
Kailroad draws some of its wheat from the countrv 
beyond Sioux City, where the wheat is of inferior 
quality. 

They say that the recent depression in lard is 
largely due to the fact that several thousand 
barrels of the old pork have been tanked, 
or ordered to be tanked, at once in- 
creasing the quantity of lard, and making some 
ouyers afraid, as lard made in this way cannot be 
depended upon to keep sweet. There is probably 
some mistake about it; they make grease oat of 
old pork, but seldom lard. 

It only needs to look atthe movement of wheat 
in this country during the past three monthe to 
understand what the quotations in Liverpool and 
New York really mean. Only a very few car-loads 
of No. 2 have left here during that time: yet 
Chicago No. 2“ is quoted and traded in freely. 
The fact leaves little doubt that wheat they call our 
No. 2 in those cities is really our No. 3, perhaps 
blown on ime passage through Buffalo. This 
would also explain the standing anomaly of a free 
shipping movement most of the time while quota- 
tions are strongly against the operation. We are 
told every now and then that there is some dd oc 
per bu to the disfavor of shippers to Liver- 
pool, and yet the stuff keeps on going 
out at the rate which would = speeaily 
bankrupt the whole race of wheat-shippers if tne 
statement.were correct. It certainly does not pay 
to ship our No. 2 to Western Europe, or it would 
go out, but the real market is not so much of a 
dead set against trade as is understood by most 
people who compare the two sets of quotations. 

The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday than usual, and the average of prices 
was lower, though most of the markets were very 
steady. Hogs were lower, and this made provis- 
ions tame. Wheat and corn tended downwards. 
and there was not much change in other depart- 
ments. 

Jobbers of groceries are doing & fairly satisfac- 
tory business, both the city and country trade 
ordering freely of staple and side goods. Prices 
were generally steady. Sugars were stronger. in 
the dry-goods market there was not much stir, 
though for the season a very fair business was in 
progress. Prices remain steady. The butter and 
cheese markets were without marked change. 
Of the latter the supply is largely ex- 
cessive, and prices continne to lean in 
buyers’ favor. There was a good demand for 
foreign dried fruits, and a fair inquiry for do- 
mestics, at generaily well-sustained prices. Cur- 
rants were lower. Fish remain steady and un- 
changed. Dealers in oile were doing a good busi- 
ness at former prices. Canned goods ana pickles 
were fairly active and firm. Leather, bagging. 
tobacco, coal, and wood were quoted the same as 
fora number of days previous. 

The lumber market was steady yesterday. The 
sales of cargoes were fair at full recent prices, and 
two-inch was strong, being scarce. The shipments 
continue good. and the yard business seems to 
change but little in volume from day to day. 
Drugs and chemicals were steady, and castor-vil 
was firm. Wool was rather quiet and steady. The 
Eastern buyers have purchased and retired. and 
the trade is now chiefly with the Western mann 
facturers, who buy as they run out of supplies. 
Broom-corn was abundant and easy. Seeds were 
in better request and steady. Clover was firmer. 

Potatoes were quiet and unchanged. Poultry 
and game were very dulland weak, the offerings 
being large, and the weather so warm as to injure 
stock. 

Lake freights were fairly active, and about %c 
higher, at 34c for corn by sail to buffalo. Room was 
taken for 81, 000 bu wheat, 320,00 bu corn, 58, 000 
bu oats, and 77,000 bu rye. 

Rail freights were quictand unchanged. on the 
basis of 30c per 100 ths on grain to New York, and 
3oc on fourth-class to do, which includes meats. 

Through rates by lake ard rail were quoted at 
13sec and 14% for corn and wheat to New York, 
and l/c for corn to Boston. Sail and canal to 
New York were 12% on wheat and 11e on corn.

Witness told him he was open for a trade, and 
spoke of the Grow property, for which Soper was 
the agent. Wusturn thought he would like to look 
at this property. They went to see itqand on the 
way back Wusturn asked witness if be @idn't think 
he could get Soper to loan him monev enough to 
raise a joan by which the two stocks of goods—the 
bonded and the unbonded—were tied up. Mr. Soper 
was seen by Mr. Conover for Wusturn, and, upon 
the advice of the latter, witness drew up the bar- 
gain in writing, and the trade was made in this 
way, after some difficuity in getting the money, 
which was at last obtained from Mr. Soper; Wus- 
turn agreed to give Conover 8500 as commissions 
for making che bargain for him, and distinctly cau- 
tioned him to make the bargain in writing, as he 
said he had been fooled by Soper once, and 
would not take his word for anything. Wusturn 
was fully cognizant of the fact tuat the deeds were 
placed in escrow. Witness, as agent for Wusturn, 
employed an attorney by the name of Haskell to 
examine the papers upon his own responsibility, 
and the attorney pronounced them all richt. 

Joseph W. Williams testified that he was present 
atthe time of a conversation between Conover, 
Soper, and Wustarn last July. Witness asked 
Wusturnif he was thinking of trading for the Grow 
property, and the latter suid he did not know but 
what he might better, and showed witness two 
written propositions. Witness represented Mr.

THE RAILROADS. 


VANDERBILT HOLDS ON TO IT. 

The application for the appointment of a 
Receiver for the Chicago & Northeastern Rail- 
road—the section of the Chicago & Lake Huron 
Railroad between Flint and Lansing—was re- 
fused by Judge Brown, of the United States 
Circuit Court, at Detroit a day or two ago. 
The Judge held that the Chicago & Lake 
Huron did not construct its line west of Flint 
within the time set by law, and that its fran- 
chise had become subject to forfeiture; that 
such forfeiture could only be enforced by quo 
warranto on behalf of the State, and consc- 
quently such lapse of time did not authorize 
the Chicago & Northeastern to take possession 
of the Chicago & Lake Huron; dy 
parity of reasoning the legal existence 
of the Chicago & Northeastern could 
not be denied, and it must be taken to have 
been properly organized; that about $250,000 
of the moneys of the Chicago & Lake Huron 
had been applied to the coustruction of the 
Chicago & Northeastern, and that therefore the 
former read had now a lien upon the latter; 
that such lien takes precedence of any claim of 
Bancroft’s for constructing the Chicago & North- 
eastern: that Hamilton and Turner and the 
other parties who advanced money for the con- 
struction of the Chicago & Northeastern are 
entitied to a lien for the $530,000 which they 
advanced; that these men were fully cognizant 
of the fact that Bancroft was using the money 
and property of the Chicago & Lake Hu- 
ron, of which he was Receiver, for 
the construction of the Chicago & Nortb- 
eastern, but that a Receiver is not 
precluded, by virtue of his office, from engaging 
in-other business; that the stipulation of Janu- 
ary last between Turner. Presideut of the Chi- 
cago & Northeastern, ana Chadwick, attorney 
for the Chicago & Lake Huron, was procured by 
false and fraudulent devices on the part of 
Turner, who claimed that he was going to get 
money to redeem the stock ana bonds from his 
grandfather, when he really intended to get, 
and did get, the same irom Vanderbilt; that 
the settlement would never have been made 
had he disclosed this fact, because Chadwick 
kuew that Vanderbilt, as the owner of rival 
roads, would only wish to acquire the Chicago 
& Northeastern in order to cripple it and its 
connecting roads; that Vanderbilt had legal 
and proper notice and knowledge oi 
all the circumstances of the litigation and 
equities of the case before he purchased 
the stock and bonds; that Vanderbilt purchased 
the stock and bonds of the Chicago & Nort h- 
eastern in good faith and for a valuable consid- 
eration, and that there is no evidence that he 
was apprized of the fraud by which the stipula- 
tion was obtaived, nor was he bound to disclose 
to the complainant or the other bondholders 
that be was about to purchase the pvroperty; 
that whether there was fraud or not, the assent, 
in oven court, of Mr. Chadwick to the dismissal 
of the bill, coupled with his failure to tender 
back the moneys and bonds, must be taken as 
a ratification of the settlement and a condona- 
tion of the alleged fraud, aud a mere offer to 
tender back is not sufficient; that complainant 
is thereby estopped from claiming a paramount 
lien as agaiust Vanderbilt upon this road, aud that 
as junior mortgagee he is not entitled to a Re- 
ceiver unless he cap show that the road is being 
mismanged in some Way; that the fact appears 
that the profits of the road are not suilicicnt to 
pay the interest of Vanderbilt’s bouds, and if 
sold would not realize its cost. 


AGAINST A POOL. 

Vanderbilt’s pet sclieme for pooling the East- 
bound traffic from all Western points will again 
be considered at a meeting of railroad managers 
to be hvid in New York to-day. It will be re- 
membered that at a meeting of the Western 
railroad managers held in this city some time 
ago it was decided to pool the business from 
Chicago, St. Louis, Peoria, Indianapolis, Cin- 
cinnati, and Louisville. Subseauentiv the roads 
leading East from St. Louis, Peoria, Indianapo- 
olis, and Louisville agreed upon percentages, 
and put the pool from those points into actual 
operation. The roads from Chicago and Cincin- 
nati have not yet been able to come to an under- 


standing, and an effort will be made at 
the meeting to-day to harmonize the conflicting 
interests. Altliouch the pool has been pertected 
thus far only bartialix, so much has already been 
found out that, unless all other Western points 
besides tuose mentioned above are included in 
the pool, the thing’’ will not work, aud 
therefore Mr. Fink proposes to include a dozen 
or more other points in the new arrangement. 
But the managers of the roads leading Kast 
from those points do not take kindly to tue 
proposition, and but very few of them have goue 
to New York to participate in Vanderbilt’s pool 
convention, aud without their presence the 
scheme cannot be carriaid out. It now looks as 
if the new WHast-bou pool would never 
be perfected. Tue obstacles that are 
in the way, of its consummation are 
of such a nature that they cannot be overcome. 
Besides the oppositioy, of a number of the 
Western mavagers to he pew arrangement, it 
is understood that within the last fortveicht 
hours the Erie, Atiantii: & Great Western, aud 
Baltimore & Ghio Kaisroads have decided to 
oppose any such arraug ment. These roads, it 
is claimed, have made 3 compact agreeing to 
oppose Vander}ilt’s dic “atorship, and to com- 
pete with his roads f the New York traflic, 
Such a compact gives tl Erie 4n excellent out- 
let to Chicago ‘fia the ttlantie & Great West- 
ern and Baltimfire & Of ;>.
